In Bewmber 19$k I applied to the unit of the kZZl Labor 

£q|* in Bruchmuhlbaoh to he accepted as a member of that 
The unit sent me some form to fill out, and according to 
the instruction®, I forwarded the completed form on 83 S»» f §k* 
later, the unit in question in its letter dtd 10 Bee* $k notified 
m of a negative result, i.e. noa^aecoptanee, and indicated as reason 
that in the dossiers of a similar labor Service unit with H<g* in 
Heidelberg there was unfavorable material against m which had boon 
sent by the hOOOth Labor Service Cfeapany on the occasion of a$r 
expulsion* 

It is true that I was ensiled twice from Labor Service Company 
hOOO and the tms reasons are as follows* 



I* In March 1958 1 drafted a memorandum concerning the mis* 
conduct and unsuitable actions of some Albanian officers of the 
company toward their soldiers. The memorandum particular^ had to 
do with the Company Commander, Mr. Caush Sasho* In accordance with 
the promise of a former American officer of the Gompacy, c 3 
I handed him the report iotranerait to the American Mission with Hq* 
in Munich, ie did just the opposite and, as soon as he received it, 
he passed it to Mr* Cfeush Basho. The latter decided upon my automatic 
expulsion from the Company, thinking that 1 would ns longer be in a 
position to ©any my grievance further (xmcerning his 
biased actions, personal interests etc* Although I we 
and thereafter left the Company, I found an opportunity and trans- 
mitted the reports to the desired place* 

As a result of these, a member of the American Mission took m 
under his care, assuring me food, a place to sleep, clothing etc. 
from 7 May 58 to 9 See* M* Curing this period 1 stayed, in Frank- 
furt under' the control of some other members of the mission, Tel. 

7963 * Later they proposed to me that 1 emigrate. I opposed this, 
suggestion, because I' wanted to be ready to make ay suitable contribu- 
tion for the liberation of ay country from the (femrmmiet Terror* 
Finally, I again managed to return to the- hOOOth tabor Service Go., 
contrary to the desire of Mr* Caush Bash©* According t© the order 
of the American Mission given to the (American) Commander, Hr* Pechin, 
I was to b© assigned the same work I had done before without being 
shifted to other

II* As soon as I arrived back in the 
did not wish to admit me and began protests 
both to the American Mission as? well as to the MWA in Bom* In as 
much as ray reinstatement was J§T orders of the Mission, although it 
was delayed, I was taken back on active duty after a month. 
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I realized that Mr*, Gaush Busko's hatred of m mm at its 
height and could he anticipated that he would try to attain his 
goal* This tide he used other methods* he arranged that X should 
not be given the work which X had don© before, and which the Mission 
itself had ordered* 8® dispatched me on service which he wanted 
and surrounded me with his own informers | ho began also Independently 
to work on the American Qommander Mr* Pechin* H© made use of Spiro 
hoshi and Adeem Xpi for this purpose* Although X also tided to 
inform Mr. Pechin about all this, it seemed as if he did not want to 
know* Consequently, after making frequent complaints so as to 
have his own way, he decided upon the easier course of having me 
labelled, sine© this was .easier to arrange than pressing his 
accusations* I was therefore once more ©jjpoHed from the Company 
on 22 Aug* $}, without knowing the reason, since no mo ever 
discussed the matter with me, whether an Albanian officer or Mr. 
Pechin (Amerioan)j I was merely given the order to turn in my 


I notified only the MSPA in Bom of my expulsion, 
their intervention, two months later, there arrived for am enquiry 
in the Company the spouse of one of the members of the Rome Mission* 
Messrs* Pechin and Basho were questioned by her* Inasmuch as X 
did not even know the reason for w dismissal, I have not to this 

Although I do not know what wag reported or declared, 1 m 
more than certain that both the reports made against m for my 
dismissal as well as the declarations given to the Bose Mission 
do not add up to anything tangible* they merely constitute the 
intrigues of Basho against me* It is a well known fact that any 
soldier who opposes hi# officers, rightly or wrongly, antagonises 
the officers**

Baeho' s party is punished less than the other. An inspection of the 
records m££i m® to expose his abuses. 


This favoring of his ewm people and denying the ri^jte of others 
is act only a dereliction of his duties as head of the labor Service 
Co, but also treason toward the Albanian nation* He has acted in 
this way merely to demonstrate to others, who are act of his party, 
that he is all-powerful so that they may be eager to loin op with 
him in the party to which he belongs* 

Hi® tactics, for the things he does, are sc sly that it is 
wssy hard for foreign commanders who come to the Company to find 
them out* fie is able to hide his true nature fro® foreigners. 

Ska* example, - during the tenure of the former American Commanding 
Officers, Messers. Mange ly and Pechln, a large number of people ' 
Sere expelled without any knowledge on the part of the person 
expelled Or the reason for his expulsion. 

It is a fact that in the ease of etch person expelled a 
reason is cited, but you should be certain that in most casts each 
report is completely false and contain no steed of truth* 

I should like also to say the following briefly about Mr, 

Caush Bash©* he is an intriguer, extremely biased, and selfish* 

He has given proof of this in what he has done and has continued 
doing from the founding of the 1000th labor Co, i-vexy member of 
the Covspmy, with the exception of his own people, hates him. He 
has remained and continues to remain in the Company in opposition 
to the m^bers of the Company and contrary to the will of the BGFA. 
It is another question why no measure has been taken up to the 
present for his removal! this is a misfortune for the members of 
the Company, on whom the totalitarian form of his control has been 


I ten a prows, nationalist, X carried on resistance in the 
mountains against (bmunism after they seised power. When I under- 
stood that our exertions were ineffectual, tine® outside help was 
not forthcoming, I undertook to leave for the free world with the 
hope of guaranteeing/; my personal liberty and. at the same time to 
organise so that under favorable circumstances we sdght be able to 
save from slavery the others who unfortunately fell victim to

1 must terra It a shame and a misfortune for an American unit, like 
that of Heidelberg, when slanderous and contrived reports, issued 
by the hOOOth L.8.C. through the hand of Cbush Baeho are accepted, 
thereby harming the guiltless, who are dismissed without knowing 
the reason for the dismissal, and without being questioned, or judged 
by anyone. 



Sven though the reports on my dismissal were so harsh, that % 
could not be accepted by another nationalist company, 1 desirci 
that, on your Initiative, I be confronted with Mr. &tush Basho 
before a commission, either of the labor Service or any other 
variety. In tsy own mind I am quit© sure that I have not done the 
least wrong, and for this reason declare that if the possibility 
of such a confrontation eaista, than I seek it* Should anyjfcult, 
however small, be detected on my side, I am ready to suffer the 
greatest punishment. 

I hep© that the foregoing statement, particularly ay request 
for a confrontation with Mr. Gaush Basho, will be taken under 
advisement, should you wish to prove my innocence and the other 
intrigues which he has sponsored hitherto*
